Thr following is from the New 
York World. It is printed as a 
"special," and is quite interesting 
in its connection with deaf-mutes. 
It does not solve the problem of 
making the deaf to hear, but it is 
another step forward that will even- 
tually lead to the ability to get 
information and communication in 
another way than by the eyes alone. 

The wonders of today with trans 
Atlantic telephony and broadcasting 
by radio, leads us to believe that 
almost anything is possible, and 
that in the future we will have the 
amazing paradox of the hearing 
deaf. 

"The use of the cheek bone as a 
conductor to the auditory nerve, 
coupled with the amplification of 
speech and the suppression of extra- 
neous sounds, is the secret of a 
telephone for the deaf which has been 
put into use by the Saskatchewan 
Government Department of Tele- 
phones. 

" Some person* who have been un- 
able to hear Tn twenty years have 
transacted " long distance " business 
over the telephone. 

" Harvey Pletcherof the engineer- 
ing department of the Western Elec- 
tric Company, No. 195 Broadway, 
who has made tests of apparatus de- 
signed along the lines of the one de- 
scribed above, said yesterday: 

"'It ta possible, but tests I have 
made have not proved the theory to 
work satisfactorily in practice.' "
